"...Lord, if if s you, tell me to come to you on the water.... " 

- Can you think of a time when you were awake at 4am, facing a difficult situation? 
What sort of emotions did you experience? How different did the situation feel in 
the dark, compared to earlier when it was light? 

- What happened the day before - and ought the disciples to have considered? 
How does Jesus little stroll reinforce the events of the day before? 
(consider Job 9:8; Psalm 107) 



- "It is I" = "I AM" which is Old Testament speak for 

(reflect on the connection between this, which Jesus claims for himself 
and Isaiah 43:1-5) 


- Consider some possible reasons why Simon asks to walk on the water 

- What proof do you think Simon would have required in order to have a faith that 
would have securely remained above the waves? 

- How come people tend to focus on Simon's sinking more than Simon's walking? 

- The two poles of this passage: 

- the walking 

- the sinking 

Which is more soul- shaping? 
Which do we tend to pray for? 

The Lord will go with us through the storms. 
He will hold us through the storms. 
He will strengthen and equip us to face the storms. 
But - He won't necessarily spare us from the storms. 

- Can we respond as the disciples did, on the other side of adversity?
